The Managers hay 
accordingly addressed the Government of India, asking whether the Secretary of State has in a recent 
despatch required the Government to draw up rules for the appointment of natives of India under 
83 Victoria, 1II., 6., to posts hitherto held by members of the Civil Service. The Secretary to the 
Government of India in the Home Department has, in a letter dated the 20th instant, replied that 
the Governor General in Council is in correspondence with the Secretary of State on the subject of thes 


rules. 

It was reported at the last General Meeting that the Managers had written to some members of 
the Service, asking them for statements of any facts or arguments that might seem to them calculated 
to throw light upon the subject-matter of the second resolution passed at the meeting of the 28th 
January 1874.
